Lions Smother “Men's Club 
In Wild Exhibition Game 


® A heated debate that threatened 


to take up the entire evening was 
squelched by Mayor Don Fisher at 
Tuesday night’s Council meeting 
before it got out of control. The 
argument grew out of a complaint 
by several townspeople, against the 
opening of a tent and amusement 
ride show on El Camino, It was 
claimed the license fee of $250.00 
paid by the show was too little for 
|\the 10-day stand in Menlo Park 
and that the show was a carnival 
and not a group of concessions, be- 
ing objectionable to the town, 


' To this, City Attorney, James O’- 
| Keefe was challenged to a debate 
as to the technical difference be- 
tween a carnival and a group of 
concessions owned by different in- 
dividuala, The debate waxed hot 
and was getting nowhere fast when 
Mayor Fisher stopped the show. 

The salvage depot, long since 
condemned but still used as a ref- 
use heap, was scored by Roland 
Midgley. Mayor Fisher assured him 
that every effort will be taken at 
once to clean up this eyesore and 
disgrace to the city. 

Regular inspection, averaging 15 
a week, are being constantly made, 
reported Royal Hodge, health in- 
spector.
